GRIFFITH REPLIES
SATISFY CABINET

Answers to 6 .Questions
Of England Allow Ne¬
gotiations to Go On.

LONDON. June 2..While headway
Is being mad* in negotiations with
t ree State leaders here, the British
government has taken one more

long step toward restoring order in
Ireland by granting 01ster permis¬
sion to use British troops more

freely for defending herself against
raids from the southern border.

As a result of representations
made by Sir James Craig. Ulster
premier, the British government, if
is understood, has allowed Ulster to
order British troops to points within
her border® when necessary for de¬
fensive purposes without first ob¬

taining permission from Winston
Churchill, colonial secretary, as is

ordinarily required.

Sir James, while here conferring
with cabinet ministers, declared that
a general republican invasion
across the border was feared and
asked authority to send British
troops across the Ulster line to dis¬
perse republican troops. But the
government declined to allow the
Ulster government to use British
troops beyond its own. boundaries
and will permit 1:0 incursions into
result of the replies Arthur Griffith.
Free State territory.
Encouragement was noted as i

president of the Dail. made to six
questions which the British cabinet
had submitted on the Irish situa¬
tion. These answers, it was an¬

nounced. were "sufficiently satis¬
factory" in character to allow ne¬

gotiations to continue. Griffith had
delayed making his answer until
the cabinet grew impatient and sent
two secretaries to Ami him.

Cklef of Staff Called In.

The Dail leader handed. over the
replies, upon being located by the
secretaries. It is presumed they re¬

lated to the Free State-De Valera
situation, which is under discussion
between Irish leaders and the cabi¬
net.

A series of significant conference*
took place today. The Karl of
Caven. chief of staff for the British
army, was again called in by the
cabinet, and later Ix>rd Balfour,
who is acting J* foreign secretary
during the illness of Lord Curzon.
reported on his interview with Sir
James Craig, the Ulster leader.
Almost immediately after sub¬

mitting his reply to the British
cabinet. Griffith and his colleagues
left for Dublin. They expect to re¬

turn next week to resume negotia¬
tions. probably on Tuesday.

Premier Lloyd George went to his
country estate at Criedeth late to¬

day The six questions handed Grif¬
fith. it is understood, pertain to the
Irish constitution now being drafted,
the coalition between the Free State
and the De Valera factions, and the
question of the republicans swear-

iiig allegiance to support the Free
State.
The cabinet is understood to be

considering a preliminary draft of
the Irish constitution, which, how-1
ever, it has thus far declined to ap¬
prove. pointing out that it gives th®
Free State a larger share of control
over its foreign affairs than had
been intended by the Anglo-Irish
treaty creating the Free State. The
constitution proposed also reduces,
in a measure, recognition of the
English Crown, it was said.

Belfast Counts 3 Dead, 25
Wounded; IP Houses Burned
BELFAST. June 2..The curfew

rang successfully on Belfast, there
being but three killed and twenty-
flve wounded and eighteen houses
burned, as compared with the heavy
casualties of the day before.
A serious situation obtains here

between local Protestants and the
British Norfolk troops detailed by
the police in the troubled zones.
The soldiers are disliked by the
Protectants because they protect
the Catholics. The Protestants com¬
plain that the Norfolk officers
threaten them with revolvers when
they congregate for their usual
evening excitement.

OPERATORS SILENT

Kuhn. Loeb and Co.'s Com¬

N'EW YORK. June 2..Investiga¬
tion of the proposed II50.nnn.l>0n

Street figures are playing a gigantic
game for the purpose of milking
tne public through manipulation of
prices on the stock market, it was
learned late todav.

cover.

SYDNEY. Saturday. June 3..The
crew of the steamer Wiltshire on a
reef off New Zealand has been res¬
cued following night and day ef-
orts by blue jackets from the Brft-
sh cruiser Philomel. Altogether
103 men were taken off the vessel,
which was pounding to 'pieces un¬
der the heavy surf.

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SENATE APPROVES j
BILL TO GIVE ARMY
146,000 STRENGTH

Votes, 49 to 21, to Increase
House Figures by

20,000.
The army bill will have an en-

listed strength of 1*1.OOn men and
13.000 officers, if the Senate has its
way.
These figures were approved yester-

day. 49 to 21. The House bill pro¬
vided 113.000 men and 11.000 officers.
The two chambers now will endeavor
to settle their differences in confer-
ence Conflict is in prospect, because
House leaders insist the Senate in¬
creases are unnecessary. The ad-
ministration. including President
Harding and Secretary of War Weeks,
will support the Senate's position.
The Senate approved the army ap-

propriation bill after a day of de-
bate, without a record vote.
The bill as passed by the Senate

appropriates $333,972.^51. which is
$45,985,120 more than the House
voted, and $52,000,000 less than was

provided for the current year.
Senator Wadsworth, of New York,

chairman of the Military Affairs Com-
mit^ee, which had the bill In charge,
declared 133.000 men was the "rock
bottom*' figure. This is 1.000 fewer)
men than the army now has, he ex-
plained.

"It would be folly to reduce furth¬
er." Wadsworth said. If there are
further reductions, overseas garrisons
cannot be maintained and citizens
cannot be trained."
Wadsworth cited figures lo show

that this would leave In continental
United States a "striking force" of
mobile combatant troops of about
40,000 men. with a force of 25,000
along the Mexican border. There
would be 30.000 troops in overseas
garrisons. The remainder would be
noncombatant and nonmobile troops.

building material*, no chance has
resulted In the price of newly con¬

structed houses.

prominent Washington business
men. resigned from the subcommit¬
tee on finance of the Commissioners*
housing oommittee. and the entire
subcommittee was abolished w.th
the recommendation that a new
bodv be appointed "at an earl?
